Sill ; — nn acoordonce with your Excel- 
lency's desire that we ahould report to joii in 
vTriling iho partiouinrs that we gathered lU 
Loach River relative to the ditoli that wag 
projected for llio purpose of bringing in water 
from the North Fork9 o{ tbbt river, and the- 
result of sabaequent iaqniries that we have 
made, we have the honor to state us follows : 

Tho ditch it) question v^as oommonced by 
private onterpriso in tho early part of this 
year, but all tho available funds having boon 
exhausted when tho work was only nbout 
lialf completed, it is of no practical uaa for 
the purposes intended ; and as tioihlDg^is^now 
being done it it, tho undortakifij'miy be 
said to be virtually abandoned. 

We fdand' that the work complolod oon- 
sista of some ponsiderable amount of ditching, 
grodiDg, and clearing. Tho work still to be 
completed coCiIbIs of' about 4,000 feet ol 
fluming, and about a mile of diichiug. This 
however will only bring the water to tho 
neighborhood of Bacon Bur, or so fur us to 
oomiaonce tho utilization of tho water. The 
work can afterwards bo continued 10 Kumie- 
dy Flat or as far as may be considered luci 
essary, whenever tho moans are realized. 
Tlio cost of completing the ditob as iibnve 
nieulioned, wc estimate at $3,500, and the 
cost of ooulinuing it down to Kennedy Flat 
at $1000 olore. This estimate is baaed upon 
the report of Mr Hpmfray the Eogiuecr who 
Buiveyed-tbe line for.tha diusb, aod upon in- 
rormrtijDQj!athej'jB!d^,po|ivthp9Ppt, aod although 
subject to correctiorj ' upon the' bdriside'ration 
of better information, is we thinlc pretty 
nearly accurate. Tho piiiioipp.1 outlay would 
bo for lumber for fluming, aud this wo Imve 
taken nt a low f];^uro, fur we do not think 
that any diOiculty would arise in Dniiiti;^ u 
suitable person willing to incur the trifling 
expense of erecting a small mill driven by 
water power, and to supply lumber at a frac- 
tion above cost for the completion ol the 
ditch, would enable mibitig to ba oarried.oi^, 
and thereby a large demand for lamber woalil 
bo created, which the contraclor would prao- 
tioally have the monopoly of supplying. 

We cannot oxprosa to your Excellency in 
too strong terms, bow impressed wo qre with 
the importance of this work of coiiatructiiig 
the ditch being resumed and carried on to 
oomplotiun without delay. 'I'rifliiig e )rnp;ira- 
tively, as may seem the means, we tliiiii; ihe 
end attained by their employ ineiit would be 
at once to open up such a iield of industry 
that more permanent progress and prosperity 
would reaiilt'to the Colony than it has ever 
yet seen. If water bo brought in to test and 
work the benphes^on Leech Birer, we firmly 
baliove tbat ebiployiiieot in fair paying dig- 
gings cm immediately bo given to several 
hundred men, and 0000 establish that fact, 
ond it scem.s to us iiicvilublo tliat (;reater ri:- 
k-ulls will follow. Tho iiidicalioos on all 
sides, show tho country to bo auriferous, and, 
moreover, that this auriferous character i.s 
not couDnedjto a hulitary spot, but Hpreuds 
over a large eection of that part of the coun- 
try. Bat without water, wo cannot but bo 
saosible that this wealth may remain fur 
years a'hdevelopod, and thai Leech Itivui 
Itself will but aSord'a liardiy earaed subsiat- 
ence to a few poutiercd miners.

the Kugliah Act required, and called tho at- 
tention of the Bench to the fact of tbo appli- 
oan^, havipg,iavested 825,000 in the Colony 
and 'spient 810,000 alone on bis brewery. Mr 
Welch was well known in this city, where he 
bad been, a long , resident, and -be BB|ied .thc 
Bench not to ba.ibOoebced by what trans- 
pired outside,^,aod; to thereby, drive a man 
who was siTOgglidg to m'ainta'in' his family 
by a legitimate calling into bonkiupicy. 

Mr Courtney opposed tho application on 
behall of nciglibora. 

Mr Pemberloa reminded Mr Ring thai tho 
present license was granted to Dixon, and 
tbo Bench bad refused, nine months ago, from 
evidence before it, to grant a licenso to Mr 
VVelob. 

Mr Ring thought the Bench now bad tbe 
opportunity of repairing the Jnjnry . done to 
Mr Welch, possibly upon loose stataraento, 
for which Mr Welch bad soBered ever since. 

Tho Bench asked the character of tho 
house. 

Inspeclor Welch said it Imd not nil im 
proved. Sorgeunl Ferrall doposod that tho 
house was a very disorderly one, nod ho had 
cautioned Mr Welch against oHowing ihieves 
and Indian whisky sellers to assemble tbeto. 
OfGcor Taylor bad 'also seen bad charaoters 
come from there. • 

Mr Welch was then examined bf Mr Ring, 
and vrbolly denied the allegations madeagainsl 
his houae. lie assured tho Bench that ho had 
dono all in hia power to preserve order and to 
drive away suspicious traffic. I'he cottagoa 
behind bad been turned into a bowling alley, 
and whi-sky was frequently brought from else- 
where through the passage by tho sida of bis 
promisea and supplied to Indians under the 
very nose of tbo Police, for which be was 
blamed. Ha had himself given information 
to tho Police and tried to prevent it. 

Mr Q. C. Wigham said tbe house was an 
intolerable. nuisance, from the drunken sail- 
ors iDBfde"an'd tbe whisky sailers land Indians 
outside. Mr N. G. Norrisaud Mr Valentine 
gave similar evidence. 

The Clerk of the Court produced the record 
of tho refueal of tho Bench to transfer from 
Everett to Weloh. 

Mr Welch was ollowed to explain oway 
tho charges made by the witnesses againsD 
bis house. 

Mr Ring reviewed tho circumstances ' and 
repeated his application for a license, 
Tbe application was refused by Ihe Bench 
Mr Welch said ha was under a rent of $83 
per month for nearly two years, and asked 
Iho Bench to grant the licenso to bis Uddlord, 
Mr Everett, to whom be might bo able'to sell 
his Block. If the house waB closed it would 
be ruined. 

Mr Pemberton said the Court did not wish 
to ruin either parly, and the application of 
Mr Everett might be made . the ' heift. dky at 
noon. 

Mr Welch asked whelher, if ho took other 
premises in town where lie could vend his 
beer, the Bench would give him a license, or 
Whether' tlie](-|iai!; 4^y pjer^oga^'objeotion to 
him. 

Mr Pemberton said it was Mr Welch's 
proximity tu tbe water and tbo facility he 
had for tbo Indian trafSo that tbey objeotod 
to.

Colonial Bishoprics 
[to tub xorroB ot< shx umoon vsfkctatob] 
' May ar, 1860. 

Sir: — As Ihe judgment of Iho Committo 
of I'rivy Council on Colonial Bishoprics and 
Mr Cardwell's Bill, whioh is its oooseqaent, 
aiao questionrof axtiamei importanda, will 
you allow me tOflBy'a.few words respecting 
them ? 

That judgment has decided that the Qaccn 
baa no power to create bishoprics or to con- 
fer episcopal jurisdiotion in colonies which 
possess legislative aaiemblias; what effect 
has the duoision on the episcopal sooioiies, 
he churches, wbiob have been thus founded 
in error? They ore simply annulled ; ihoy 
have last all organization, for tho only onu 
thoy posseaied is now pronounced a unllity. 
They are no longer sooioiies ul all, for there 
is no authority rrom which any social power 
is derivod. 'I'he bishops and clergy are re- 
duced to the status of purely private and 
uaorgaoi;iad individuals. No doubt that 
my tbo acts of consecration and oidinaiion 
they have acquired, in tbe belief of many 
Episcopalians, a personal and inherent 
quality. Tbey are men qttalified' to orduin 
and to administer rites. But this' quality 
bestows on tbom no organiz-^d position, no 
right authority to ruel or declare doctrine, 
no power of any hiud htyond a capacity to 
administer those rites when required to do no. 
No bishop, aa such, can make a ohureh, 
tnough il is quite Iruo lhat, accoiding to 
Episcopalian belief, there can bo no church 
vvilhoul a bishop. The Bishop of Capo 
Town has lost all relations of authority to- 
wards tno former members of the Gape Town 
Church, fur that Cheroh was dissolved when 
it was declared to have bad no founder. II 
therefore the Bishop of Cupo Town performs 
a single act that lays olaiui to aulhorily, he 
makes an asauinption which has no basis 
whatever ; ho baa no reply whalever towarda 
a uinglo Episcopalian in South Alrica-who 
may say to him, ''Who are you, that you 
should lay down rules for mo'/" 

Ou Ihe other hand, it is equally clear lhat 
the Uhristlans in South Afrioa who liitherio 
have coDStilnted tbe Episcopal Church may 
reconstruct tbamselvea into an organized 
but voluntary Chui-oh, and, if thoy please, 
may take Bishop Gray for Ihoir Bishop, and 
givu him any other olorgymen nasooiatud 
with him tho power to frame a creod, and 
coiiiposo a liturgy, and rule them occluaiostic- 
ftlly in any way thoy may chooao. But — and 
ihis ia the capital point — Bishop Gray and 
his colleagues b^vo no authority whatever to 
assume this position and these powers ds 
Jure, wiihout{tbe previous ooostrctioo of the 
African Church and tho bestowal of these 
rights on them by llio Chriyiains who agree 
to form the new society. Tlio old organi/.a- 
lion ia gono, and evero ri^lit which waa 
derived fryin it ; and no ocolouiaslical oflicor 
of any ngo since tl.e Apogtloa naa ever nos- 
sessed the tight to be tbo eolo founder and 
creator of an organized chuich. It is of sup- 
remo Inporlandu for the religious liberty of 
future Episcopalian Oburobes Ibat tbisifnn- 
; damenial fttot should be recognized, that till 
* iho churches have been formed by tho joint 
act of all tho Christians who belong to each 
ro8pcctivoly,_ men possessing Iho personal 
quality of being bishops and ordaiiiad.oleigy* 
mm aro abBolntely nothing mpro .Ittan {>riv&te° 
individuals. ' '
